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The COMMITTEE appointed to confider 
of the State of the Corn Trade between Great 
Britain and Ireland, and to report the fame, with their 
Obfervations thereupon, from Time to Time, to the 

Houfe; Have made a Progress in the Matter to 

them referred ; and agreed upon the following Report. 

Y our Committee having entered upon the Confideration 
of the Subject referred to them, they began by directing their 
Attention to certain Provifions in the A6ts for the Union of Great 
Britain and Ireland relative thereto; viz. The general Claufe by 
which it is Enacted, “ That all Prohibitions and Bounties on the 
“ Export of Articles, the Growth, Produce, or Manufadhire of 
“ either Country to the other, (hall ceafe and determine, and that 
“ the faid Articles fhall be exported from one Country to the 
“ other, without Duty or Bounty on fuch Export;” — the Claufe 
immediately following that juft mentioned, which contains new 
Provifions and Regulations relative to Importation from the one 
Country to the other; — and, the concluding Words of the faid 
Sixth Article, which provides, “ That nothing therein contained 
“ fhall extend to take away any Duty, Bounty, or Prohibition, 
“ which exifts with refpedt to Corn, Meal, Malt, Flour, or Bifeuit, 
“ but that all Duties, Bounties, or Prohibitions on the faid Articles, 
“ may be regulated, varied, or repealed, from Time to Time, as the 
“ United Parliament fhall deem expedient.” 

On the View of thofe feveral Provifions, the firffc Confidera- 
tion which naturally prefented itfelf to Your Committee, was, 
the Queftion, how far it might be advifeable, in order to render 
more effe&ual the Union between the Two Countries, to remove 
entirely all thofe fubfifling Reflri61ions on the Trade in Corn from 
the one to the other, which have been eflablifhed by different

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Act s of the former Parliaments of Great Britain- and Ireland : 
But the extreme Delicacy which belongs to the Difcuffion of filch 
an important Change, rcfpef'ting fo effential an Article of Food ; 
the Extent and Variety of the Matters which muff be fully ex- 
amined into, before any fatisfaftory Decifion could be formed 
- upon it ; and the Diverfity of Opinion which may reafonably 
be expended to be entertained in regard to it, induced Your 
Committee to poflporie, for the preient, any Deliberation on that 
Part of the Subjea, and to proceed to confider how far the prefect 
Condition of both Countries, and of the Corn Trade between 
them, might require fome early Relaxation of fotne of the R e - 
ftraiuts nOw .exiftihg on that Trade. 

On this more limited Qfueftion, Your Committee have no 
Hefltation in fubmittihg to the Conlideration of the Houle, the 
- Expediency of ah immediate temporary Alteration in the Raw 
-affecting the Export of Corn from each Country to -the other; 
but, in order to render what they wifh to fuggeft in that refpefl • 
more perfpicuous, they think it their Duty, fir if to lay before the 
Koufe, very briefly, the State of the Law, as it now obtains in 
- each of the Two Countries, in regard to the Export and 
Import Trade of Corn : They will then proceed to explain the 
Alteration they wifli to fuggeft, with the Reafons which have 
led them to recommend it to the Confideration of the Houfe. 

iriih-Aa», The Export and Import Trade in Corn, but:' between Great 
GtJ in. & Britain and Ireland, and between each of thole Two Parts of the 
Bmit'A-i' 1 ' United Kingdom and Foreign Countries, is chiefly, regulated by 
3TGeo.n1. the Two Irifh A<fts of 23 and 24 Geo III. c. 19, and 32 Geo. 
III. c. 20 ; and the Britifh AS of 31 G.eo. III. c. 30. 

By the Firft of thofe Afts, fee. 2. when the Price, of Wheat in 
-Ireland does not exceed Twenty-feven Shillings (Irifh) per 
Barrel, there is a Bounty on Exportation to Great Britain (as well 
as to all Foreign Countries,) of 3 s. \d,. Irifh pet Barrel, and. of is. 
$<!. on each Hundred Weight of Wheatmeal, or Malt made frofn- 
Wheat, and is. 1 id. on each ITandred Weight of Flour of Wheat, 
-Wheaten Bread, or Bifcuit. — When the Price of Barley does not 
• exceed 13 s. 6 d. Irifh per Barrel, there is a Bounty onExportation 
on each Barrel of Barley, Eere, or Bigg, of 1 1 . yd. Irifh; on each 
-Barrel of Malt made thereof 2 1 . ; and on each Hundred Weight 
of Flour or Meal made thereof, u.-LWhen the Price of Rye does 

not 
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not exceed 2 o,s. Irifhper Barrel, a Bounty of 2 s. 2 d. on each Bar- 
rel of Rye, and of 10 d. on each Hundred Weight of Ryemealor 
Flour. — When the Price of Oats does not exceed ior. per Barrel, 
a Bounty of 1 s. 5 d. Irifh on each Barrel of Oats, and on each 
Hundred Weight of Oatmeal. 

By the fame Statute, fee. 13. it is enadted, that, within the 
Meaning thereof, every -Barrel of Wheat and Rye lhall weigh 20 
Stones of 141b. Avoirdupoife each Stone ; every Barrel of Bariev 
and Bere, 16 like Stones ; every Barrel of Oats, 1 4 like Stones ; 
and every Barrel of Malt made of Bere or Barley, 1 2 like .Stones. 

By >the Britifh A6t of 31 G. III. c. 30. f. 3, when the Price Table 
.of Wheat in England is under 44 s. Britifh per Quarter, a 0^0 
Bounty is payable, on Export to Ireland -(as well as to all Foreign 
Countries) of 5 s. on each Quarter of Wheat, 1 s. 3 d. on each 
Hundred Weight of Wheatmeal, and is. 6 d. on each Hundred 
Weight of Wheat Flour and Bifcuit made of Wheat. — When 
.the Price of Rye is .28 r. per Quarter, a Bounty on Rye of per 
Quarter, and on Ryemeal and Flour of 9 d. per Hundred Weight. — 

When the Price of Barley, Bere, or Bigg, is 22 s. per Quarter, a 
Bounty on each Quarter of thofe Sorts of Com of 2 s. 6 d. and 
on each Hundred Weight of Meal made thereof, of 10 d . — 

When the Price of Gats is under 1 4 s. a Bounty, on each Quarter of 
Oats, of -2 jy; and of uvon each 'Hundred Weight of Oatmeal. 

By the fame A£f, fee. 8 2, the Quarter, within the Meaning of 
that Adi, is to confift ^of 8 Winchefter Bufhels; and in Cafes 
where Corn fhall be fold by Weight, 371b. Avoirdupoife is to be 
deemed equal to the Bufhel of Wheat ; 55 lb. to the Bufhel of 
Rye; 491b. to the Bufhel of Barley ; 42 lb. to the Bufhel of Bere 
or Bigg; and 38 lb.' to- the Bufhel of Oats. 

Your Committee think' it proper • to obferve in this Place, that 
Corn is always fold by Weight in Ireland, and that it is generally^ 
fold by Meafure in Great Britain ; and that a Winchefter Bufhel, 
by Meafure, of the fame Sort of Corn, varies very confiderably 
in Weight, according to the Quality of the Grain, fometimes 
exceeding and fometimes falling under the Weights allowed (in 
Cafes of Sales by Weight) by the Provifion of the Britifh Statute 
juft mentioned. But,, calculating according to thofe Weights, the 
Table marked (A) hereunto annexed, will fhew the Propor- 
B tions 
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- tions which the Irilh and Englilh Quantities, by which the Re- 
gulations already mentioned, and thofe which will be afterwards 
adverted to, are governed, bear to each other. 

In order to afcertain the Value in Britilh Money of the Sums 
mentioned in the Irifh Adis, and in Irifh Money of thofe men- 
tioned in the Britilh AS, it mull be borne in mind, that 13 d. or 
1 s. 1 d. Irifh, is equivalent to 1 2 d. or 1 s. Britilh. 

The Table marked (B) hereunto annexed, exhibits a compara- 
tive View of the Prices under which Bounties are payable in 
Great Britain and Ireland refpeftively, on the Exportation of 
Wheat, Barley, and Oats, and of the refpeSive Bounties pay- 
able on the fame Quantities of each of thofe Grains on fucli 
Exportation from each Country refpeflively ; the Quantities and 
Prices being reduced to the Engliih Denominations. 

By the Irifh AS of 23 and 24 G. III. f. 5. Exportation to 
Great Britain (as well as to all Foreign Countries) is prohibited, 
of Wheat, Wheatmeal, and Flour, or Malt of Wheat, when the’ 
Price of Wheat is at or above 30s. Irilh per Barrel; of Kve 
Mellin, or Rye or Meflin Meal, when the Price of Rye is at or 
above 25 s. per Barrel; of Barley, Bere, Bigg, or Malt, or Meal 
thereof, when the Price of Barley is at or above 14J. per Barrel; 
.and of Oats and Oatmeal, when the Price of Oats is at or above 
J 1 r. the Barrel. 

■“Table By the Britilh Aft of 31 Geo. III. f. 7. the Exportation from 
(B.) Great Britain to Ireland (as well as to all Foreign Countries) is pro- 
hibited, of Wheat and Meal Flour, Malt, Bread, and Bifcuitmade 
of Wheat, when the Price of Wheat is at or above 46.1. Britilh per 
•Quarter ; of Rye, and of Meal, Flour, Bread, or Bifcuit made of 
.Rve, when the Price of Rye is at or above 30 }, per Quarter ; of 
Barley, Bere, and Bigg, and of Meal, Flour, Malt, Bread, or Bifcuit 
made thereof, when the Price of Barley, Bere, and is at or 
above 23s. per Quarter; and, of Oats, and Meal, Malt, Bread' 
or Bifcuit made of Oats, when the Price of Oats, is at or above 
15 j. per Quarter. 

Table (C) hereunto annexed, lhews the refpeaive Prices, both 
in Britilh Money and according to Britilh Quantities, and in Irilh 
Money and according to Irilh Quantities, at which Exportation 
:from the one Country to the other is prohibited; 

And 
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And here it will be obferved, that there is an intermediate 
Price by the Law in each Country, between that at which the 
Bounties ceafe, and that at which Exportation is prohibited ; 
that this intermediate Price differs in the Two Countries; that 
the Bounty on Exportation ceafes, and alfo that the Prohibi- 
tion of Exportation commences at a lower Price, in the Cafe of 
Wheat, in Ireland than in Great Britain; that in the Cafe of 
.Barley, the Bounty alfo ceafes at a lower Price in Ireland, but that 
Exportation of that Grain does not ffop there at quite fo low a 
Price as in Great Britain ; and that in the Cafe of Oats, the Bounty 
is continued to a higher Price, and Exportation not prohibited 
at fo low a Price as in Great Britain. The Amount of the 
Bounties are nearly the fame in each Country. 




With regard to the Duties 011 the Importation of Grain, the 
Rule in both Countries, as fettled by the Britifh A6t of 3 r Geo. 
III. and the Irifh Ad of 32 Geo. III. (which, with regard to this 
Part of the Subject, are to be confidered as conff ituting One Law 
for both Parts of the United Kingdom) is exadtly the fame ; with 
this Exception, that Bigg and Bere are importable -on the lowed: 
Duties into Ireland, at a different Price from that fixed in both 
Countries for the Importation of Barley,

By that Law, Three Scales of Duty are eftablifhed ; viz. a high 
Duty (amounting almoft to total Prohibition) of 24X. 3^. per 
Quarter, on Wheat imported into either Country from any Foreign 
Country, when the Price in the Country to which it is imported is 
under 50 x. Britifh; of 22 x. Britifh per Quarter, on Barley and Bere, 
(and as to Great Britain on Bigg,) when under 25 s . ; . and of 
6 s. 7 d. on Oats, when under 1 7 x. — A much lower Duty, of 2 x. 6 d. 
jper Quarter on Wheat, when at or above 5 o x. and under 54X. ; of 
1 x. 3 d. on Barley, Bere, or Bigg, when at or above 25 x. but 
under 27 x. ; and on Cats, of i x. when at or above 17X. but under 
• i8x. — Laftly, a Duty, which may be confidered as merely a 
Matter of Regulation, permitting, in effe6t, an entire Freedom 
of Importation; viz. of 6 d. Britifh on the Quarter of Wheat, 
when at or above the Price of 54X. in the Country to which it 
is imported; of 3^. on Barley, when at or above i8x. and of 2 d. 
on Gats, when at or above 1 8 x. 



But by the fame Ads, a Preference is given to the Importation 
from Great Britain to Ireland, and from Ireland to Great Britain, 
inafmuch as the high Duty ceafes on the Importation from the

one to the other, when the Prices in the Country imported to, are, 
of Wheat, 481. Britifh; of Barley, 24 s. and of Oats, i6r.: And in 
like Manner the middle Duty ceafes, and, what may be called the 
entire F reedom of Importation, commences, when the Prices in 
the importing Countries are, of Wheat 52 s. Britifh ; of Barley, 
263.; and of Oats, 17 s. per Quarter. 

The Tables (D) and (E) annexed to this Report, Ihew, both 
according to Englilh and Irith Quantities and Money, the Prices 
at which "Wheat, Barley, and Oats are importable into Great 
Britain and Ireland, from Great Britain and Ireland, and from 
Foreign Countries, under the Three different Rates of Duty, 

Your Committee think it proper fhortly to remark in this 
Place, that, belides the material Difference of the Sale by Weight 
in the one Country, and by Meafure in the other, there is alfo a 
very ftrikmg Diverfity in the Method prefcribed by the Iriih and 
Britilh Afis, for afcertaining the Prices at which Bounties and 
Exportation fhall ceale, and Importation at the middle and loweft 
Duty commence ; for by the Law in Ireland, the Prices are afcer- 
tained by an Average of the Sales throughout the whole Hland, 
calculated (according to Regulations not neceffary to be here de- 
tailed) on Returns for the Six preceding Weeks; and which 
Average Prices govern, as to Bounties and the Prohibition of Ex- 
port, and alfo as to Import on the different Duties, for the Whole 
of the enfuing Quarter ; with this Exception however, that 
though the Quarterly Average Price Ihould be fuch as to permit 
■ general Export for Three Months, yet, if during that Period, the 
Price at any Port Ihould rife, for Two Market Days, above that at 
which Export is prohibited, the Export from Rich Port is flopped 
till the Price fhall again fall upon a like Reference to the Two 
.preceding Market Days.— The Quarter Days are, the 10th 
February, 10th May, 10th Auguft, and 10th November. 

By the Law in Great .Britain, England and Wales are divided 
into Twelve Diftrifis, and Scotland into Five, and Weekly Ave- 
rages are ftruck of the Prices in each of the Diftrifts into which 
England and Wales are divided, and Monthly Averages of the 
Prices in thofe into which Scotland is divided; , by which Averages 
the Right to the Bounties and to export, according to the Prices 
already mentioned, is governed for. the enfuing Week, or Month, 
.in each Diftridl feparately. 

"With 
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With regard to Importation in Great Britain, the Prices are 
fixed for an entire Quarter, as in Ireland, and the Quarter Days 
are the fame, but they are feparately afcertained in and for each 
juft net. The moft obvious Kite (its of this Difference in the Law 
■of the two Iflands .are, that, in Great Britain, Exportation may 
be going on* from the Ports in one Diftrict with the Bounty, 
from thole in another Diftrict without Bounty, may be flopped 
in thofe of a Third, and Importation allowed at each of the low 
Duties in a 4th and 5th Diftrict, at one and the fame Time; while 
■in Ireland there is one Rule for the whole Ifland, with the Ex- 
ception only above-mentioned in the Cafes of Export. — On the 
■other Hand, whatever Flufiuation may take place in the Prices 
■of Grain from one Quarter Day to another, Exportation with or 
without Bounty, if flopped at the Beginning of a Quarter, muffi 
•continue prohibited till the next Quarter Day from every Port in 
that Ifland ; whereas all the Ports in Great Britain may be open 
in one Week to Exportation with or without Bounty, fhut the 
next, and open the Third ; and for Importation, fome of thofe Ports 
may deepened atthe lowefl Duty, while others are virtually fhut 
■by the Operation -of the higheft. And this Difference may hap- 
pen, and has in Fa£l happened, even in the Cafe of continuous 
Diftricis and Ports. 

Your Committee thought it their Duty to draw the Attention 
■of the Houfeto thefe Circumftances, that, when Parliament fliaH 
think proper to revife that Part of the Com Laws, it may be 
maturely confidered, which of the Two Svftems is the bell ; or 
whether (which Your Committee can hardly fuppofe will be the 
Refult of a due Examination of the Matter) there are any local 
Reafons which render the one Method more .expedient in the one 
Country, and the other hi the other. 

Youi Committee having thus fetforth,-as far as has appeared to 
be neceffary on this Occafion, the prefect State of the Law, both 
in Great Britain and Ireland, with regard to the Com Trade, will 
•now proceed to fuggeft the particular Alteration which it appears 
to them expedient for Parliament to adopt, with the leaftpoflible 
Delay, together with the Reafons which have led them to think it 
their Duty to fubmit fuch early Alteration to the Wifdom and 
Decifion of the Houfe. 

Whatever may have been the Caufes which have produced the 
-progrenive Rife 111 the Money Prices of the common Articles of

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Life, and the ufual Objects of Purchafe and Confumption, which 
has taken place of late Years, and in a confiderable Degree ever 
lince the Periods when the exifting Regulations of the Corn 
Trade in the Two Countries were eftablilhed ; Your Committee 
believe that the Notoriety of the Fad is too great not to be gene- 
rally affeuted to. 

If, again, we look particularly at what have been the general 
Prices of Grain in the Two Kingdoms of late Years, it will 
be found, that though it appears that in the firft Ten Years after 
the palling of the Irilh A£i of 23d and .24th Geo. III. the 
Quarterly Average Prices never were fuch as to prohibit Export 
from Ireland (except for One Quarter) ; yet in the latter Part of 
that Period, thofe Prices have frequently palled that Limit, in one 
prior Inftance for the entire Space of Two fucceffive Years, and 
uniformly during the laft Three Years. In Great Britain for 
the greater Part of the Time liiice the A6f of 31 Geo. III. 
the Prices have in general cqnfider'ably exceeded thole to which 
the Liberty of Export is confined. What has been juft ftated, as 
to Ireland, will appear by the Table marked (F) and as to Great 
Britain by that marked (G) hereunto annexed. — The Confe- 
quence of this State of Things has been, that thofe Laws, for a 
confiderable Part of the Time during which they have been in 
force, have. had an Operation totally prohibitory of aSupply to the 
©ne Country from the other. 

From thefe Confiderations, whatever further Meafures or Re- 
gulations the Wifdom of Parliament may ultimately adopt, with 
regard to this important Subjefi, in its various Branches, Your 
Committee have the gieateft Reafon to think, that it may be at- 
tended with beneficial Confequences to both Countries, if the 
Liberty of Export from the one to the other fhould be extended in 
both (for the Propriety of the fame Rule in both is obvious) to 
the refpedtive Prices for Wheat, Barley, Rye, and Oats, under 
w hich both Legillatures, even when general Prices were much 
lower than at this Day, thought fit to exclude Supply from 
Foreign Parts at the loweft Duties. 

Your Committee therefore fubmit, that it may beadvifeable to 
enaft, that, for a Time to be limited. Wheat may be exported 
from Great Britain to Ireland when the Price in Great Britain,

Your Committee do not think it advifeable to fuggeft any 
Chance, for the prefent, in the Law as to Bounties payable on 
the’ Exportation of Corn from one Country to the other ; and 
therefore in each, the Right to receive thole Bounties 011 Ex- 
portation, if Parliament Ihould adopt the Meafure they have pre- 
fumed to l'ubmit to the Houfe, will continue to-ceafe at^the lame 
Prices at which they are no longer payable by the Britifli Statute 
of 31 Geo. III. in Great Britain, and the Irifli Afl ot 23 and 24 
Geo. III. in Ireland. 

Your Committee have great Pleafure in Hating to the Houfe, 

■that though flue general Prices of Grain in Ireland have ior the 
laft Three Years (as above-mentioned) exceeded the prefent Limit 
■for’ Exportation, and the Averages ftruck at the Commence- 
ment of the prefent Quarter (10 February) were above that 
Amount ; yet, according to the lateft Weekly Returns (which 
have been laid before the Committee, and are Hated in the Table 
■marked, (H) hereunto annexed,) the Prices of Wheat and Oats in 
that Kingdom are now under it.
